I  Iran  delays  debate

Boycotting  deputies  forced  postponement  of  the 
long-awaited  open  debate  on  the  U.S.  hostages  in  the 
Iranian  Parliament  Thursday,  creating  new  doubts 
and  uncertainties  on  the  fate  of  the  captives  Another 
session  was  set  for  Sunday. 

President  Carter,  asked  by  reporters  in  New  York 
whether  the  hostages  would  be  home  by  election  day 
Nov.  4,  said:  “I  have  no  way  of  knowing.  The 
American  people  understand  what  the  situation  is 
It  s  an  unpredictable  thing.” 

Speaker  of  the  Majlis,  or  Parliament,  Hashemi 
Kafsanjani,  said  the  United  States  was  supporting 
Iraqi  military  attacks  that  made  debate  “very  dif¬ 
ficult. 


Deputies  who  oppose  any  action  on  a  hostage  set- 
tlement  until  after  the  U.S.  presidential  election, 
milled  noisily  outside  the  assembly  chamber  while 
legislators  inside  tried  and  failed  to  raise  the 
necessary  quorum  —  1?9  of  228  members. 


Some  66  deputies  failed  to  heed  pleas  broadcast  on 
Tehran  radio  that  they  appear  for  the  scheduled 
hearing  of  a  special  committee  report  on  terms  for  the 
Americans’  release.  The  first  anniversary  of  their 
captivity  falls  Nov.  4,  the  same  day  as  the  U.S.  elec¬ 
tion. 

When  it  became  clear  that  no  more  than  162  of  the 
members  were  going  to  show  up  at  Parliament,  the 
apparently  infuriated  Judge  Sadegh  Khalkhali  stor¬ 
med  to  the  rostrum  waving  his  white  turban  in  the  air 
and  pleaded  for  a  quorum  so  debate  could  begin,  ac¬ 
cording  to  a  Danish  reporter. 

Khalkhali,  called  “the  hanging, judge”  for  the  large 
number  of  death  sentences  he  has  meted' out  since 
the  revolution,  is  known  to  be  a  hardliner  on  the 
hostage  issue. 

But  on  Wednesday,  a  Swedish  reporter  quoted 
Khalkali  as  saying  “we  want  the  hostages  to  be  freed 
before  the  presidential  election  in  the  United  States 


next  Tuesday,”  and  predicting  debate  would  end 
Thursday. 

Other  deputies,  too,  had  expressed  guarded  op¬ 
timism  that  the  report  would  be  heard’ and  a  vote 
would  be  taken. 

The  boycotting  members  sent  a  message  from  out¬ 
side  saying  a  debate  would  only  “help  the  cause  of 
the  United  States,  and  especially  Jimmy  Carter,”  the 
reporter  said. 

A  source  close  to  the  debate  said  the  boycotters 
wanted  to  stay  clear  of  the  U.S.  election  to  avoid  any 
appearance  of  collusion  with  the  Carter  administra¬ 
tion  over  release  of  the  hostages,  who  spent  their 
362nd  day  in  captivity. 

Khalkhali  said  he  was  “no  friend  of  the  United 
States  or  Jimmy  Carter,”  and  that  regardless  of  the 
effect  of  the  hostage  issue  on  the  presidential  elec¬ 
tion,  it  was  a  problem  the  assembly  was  obliged  to 
tackle,  the  reporter  said.

lower  interest  rate  than  possible  if  the  bonds  were 
issued  in  the  name  of  the  corporation,  Burningham 
said. 

“It  is  beneficial  to  the  investors  because  the  in¬ 
terest  is  tax  free,”  he  said. 

Burningham  said  the  next  step  to  be  taken  is  the 
drawing  up  of  the  details  of  the  agreement  and  finally 
the  approval  of  the  bond  resolution. 

The  signing  of  the  preliminary  resolution  allows 
Geneva  to  take  bids  and  spend  other  money  out  of  its 
own  pocket  with  the  assurity  the  money  will  even¬ 
tually  be  raised  by  the  bond  issue,  he  said. 


Burningham  anticipates  the  agreement  should  be 
closed  in  December,  he  said. 

This  is  the  second  time  this  year  the  county  has 
issued  bonds  for  Geneva.  In  the  previous  agreement 
signed  in  July  the  county  issued  $27  million  worth  of 
bonds,  he  said.  The  bonds  issued  in  July  were  also  for 
the  installation  of  pollution  controls. 

According  to  Burninghaim,  in  the  last  issue,  the 
bonds  were  presold  before  the  final  resolution  was  ap¬ 
proved. 

The  county  will  not  be  responsible  for  the  bonds  if 
Geveva  should  fail  to  pay  them,  he  said. 

Earlier  this  month  Geneva  and  the  EPA  reached  a 
$94  million  pollution  control  agreement.

President  Carter  and  Ronald 
Reagan,  heading  for  the  Election  Day 
finish  line,  battled  Thursday  for  the 
big  bloc  of  electoral  (votes  in  the  in¬ 
dustrial  states  of  the  East. 

But  Reagan’s  stride  was  broken  by 
the  withdrawal  of  his  top  defense  and 
foreign  policy  adviser,  Richard  V. 
Allen,  in  response  to  published  allega¬ 
tions  that  Allen,  a  business  consultant, 
had  used  his  former  ties  to  the  Nixon 
White  House  for  personal  gain. 

Allen  “has  withdrawn  for  the 
remaining  days  of  the  campaign  to 
remove  this  matter  as  a  possible 
issue,”  said  Edwin  Meese,  Reagan’s 
chief  of  staff. 

Meese  was  referring  to  allegations  in 
a  report  published  Tuesday  by  the 
Wall  Street  Journal  —  and  denied  by 
Allen  —  that  he  had  used  White  House 
connections  to  “obtain  lucrative  con¬ 
sulting  contracts  for  himself  and  his 
friends.” 

Allegations  refuted 

In  a  brief  statement  issued  at 
Reagan’s  national  campaign  head¬ 
quarters  near  Washington,  Meese  said, 
“It  is  clear  that  any  allegations  or  im¬ 
plication  of  improper  conduct  is  un¬ 
true.  Mr.  Allen  continues  to  have  the 
full  confidence  of  Ronald  Reagan  and 
the  campaign  organization.” 

Reagan  wound  up  a  brief  Southern 
campaign  swing  with  airport  rallies  in 
Texarkana,  Ark.,  and  New  Orleans, 
hoping  to  win  the  votes  of  what  he 
called  “millions  of  Democrats  who  are 
just  as  dissatisfied  with  the  way  things 
are'  going  as'  we  are.” 

Homing  in  on  economic  issues, 


which  Reagan’s  pollsters  tell  him 
represent  Carter’s  Achilles’  heel, 
Reagan  called  the  president’s  domestic 
programs  a  “comedy  of  errors.” 

“He  reminds  me  of  someone  who  can 
name  50  parts  of  an  automobile,  but  he 
can’t  drive  it  or  fix  it,”  Reagan  told  the 
crowd  in  Texarkana. 

With  the  election  five  days  away, 
campaign  crowds  for  the  two  major 
candidates  \vere  growing. 

Carter  spoke  at  a  lunchtime  rally  in 
New  York’s  midtown  garment  district, 
a  traditional  Democratic  stronghold. 
Two  city  blocks  were  filled  with  cheer¬ 
ing  partisans,  many  of  them  union 
members,  as  the  president  rode  in  a 
motorcade  between  Manhattan 
skyscrapers  adorned  with  red,  white 
and  blue  balloons. 

Personal  pitch 

In  what  is  expected  to  be  his  last  per¬ 
sonal  pitch  for  New  York’s  41  electoral 
votes,  Carter  recalled  his  support  of 
federal  loan  guarantees  for  New  York 
and  told  the  milling  crowd,  “We’ll  help 
revitalize  New  York  together.”  : 

The  president  was  not  the  only  can¬ 
didate  wooing  New  York  voters  Thurs¬ 
day. 

Independent  John  B.  Anderson  at¬ 
tended  a  rally  in  Brooklyn  and  ap¬ 
peared  at  St.  John’s  University.' 

In  a  news  conference  at  St.  Francis 
College  in  Brooklyn,  Anderson  said 
he’s  afraid  Carter  would  provide  offen¬ 
sive  missiles  and  other  weapons  to  Iran 
in  exchange  for  the  52  American 
hostages  held  there. 

“There  are  inherent  dangers  in  any 
broad-scale  transfer  of  military  equip¬ 
ment  to  Iran,”  he  said.

After  HUD’s  efforts  to  resolve  the  matter  through  concilia¬ 
tion  were  unsuccessful,  they  referred  the  complaint  to  the 
Department  of  Justice. 

Following  an  exhaustive  investigation,  the  Department  of 
Justice  notified  BYU  that  they  had  concluded  that  “the 
denial  of  apartments  on  account  of  sex,  pursuant  to  the  prac¬ 
tice  of  reserving  certain  buildings  for  single  tenants  of  one 
sex,  was  in  violation  of  the  Fair  Housing  Act,”  especially  in¬ 
sofar  as  persons  other  than  BYU  students  were  affected. 

In  order  to  resolve  the  dispute,  BYU  and  the  Justice 
Department  agreed  that  BYU  would  approve  as  student 
housing  only  those  units  which  are  exclusively  occupied  by 
“single  students.” 

The  definition  of  a  single  student  is: 

1.  All  students  enrolled  in  day-time  and  evening  classes, 
including  part-time  students  at  BYU,  Utah  Technical 
College,  and  Stevens  Henager  College. 

2.  Any  student  or  applicant  for  enrollment  at  BYU,  UTC, 
or  Stevens  Henager  College  for  a  semester  or  term  commenc¬ 
ing  within  one  year  after  the  initial  date  the  student  rents  an 
approved  housing  unit,  or  any  student  living  in  approved 
housing  who  temporarily  drops  out  of  school  but  re-enrolls 
within  one  year  thereafter. 

3.  BYU  students  enrolled  in  continuing  education  courses 
or  workshops  which  last  four  weeks  or  longer. 

4.  Unmarried  family  members  residing  with  a  family 
member  who  is  a  student. 

5.  Handicapped  persons  who  receive  daily  assistance  from 
students  with  whom  they  live. 

6.  Non-students  who  are  living  in  BYU-approved  housing 
before  Dec.  31, 1978,  will  be  allowed  to  continue  their  tenan¬ 
cies  until  they  move  out  voluntarily. 

The  letter,  that  each  BYU  student  residing  in  The  Wood- 


side  received,  said  they  had  until  Dec.  31,  1980,  to  find  new 
housing  facilities. 

Several  of  the  19  BYU  students  involved  expressed  their 
feelings  on  t^he  matter.  j 

“I  feel  the  BYU  housing  |egulations  have  their  good  points 
that  are  profitable  to  the  student  body,  but  in  profiting 
some,  it’s  harmful  to  others,”  said  Tedra  Wrede,  a  senior  in 
business  from  San  Francisco,  Calif. 

“It’s  not  being  fair,  especially  to  the  non-students  and  the 
people  who  purchased  one  of  the  condominiums  for  an  in¬ 
vestment,”  Miss  Wrede  said.  “Renting  to  students  has  been 
a  primary  source  of  income  for  many  of  the  owners.” 

Kerry  Thomlinson,  a  senior  in  medical  dietetics  from  Las 
Vegas,  Nev.,  had  stronger  feelings.  “To  be  honest,  I  think  it’s 
more  BYU  bureaucratic  bull.  Being  kicked  out  of  our  homes 
is  not  exactly  well  thought  of  around  here,”  he  said. 

“I  don’t  think  there’s  a  lot  they  (BYU)  can  do,”  Thomlin¬ 
son  said.  “They’re  not  dealing  with  a  bunch  of  green-horns. 
We’ll  fight  this  thing  tooth  and  nail.” 

The  policy  that  BYU  students  must  live  in  university- 
approved  housing,  was  made  in  1951  when  the  university 
asked  the  community  to  open  up  its  houses  to  students  when 
there  was  not  enough  on-campus  housing,  according  to  Wyn¬ 
der. 

“Our  main  purpose  is  not  to  restrict,  but  to  help  with 
student-manager  relations,”  Wynder  said. 

Harold  Redd,  BYU  director  of  housing,  said  BYU  wants  to 
make  sure  the  university  and  the  students  have  sufficient  in¬ 
fluence  with  the  landlords.  “I  think  we’ve  been  very  helpful 
to  many  students,”  he  said. 

Wynder  added  that  the  units  at  Woodside  that  could 
receive  zoning  approval  could  become  BYU  approved.  “Any 
of  the  students  living  in  units  that  cannot  be  approved  can 
come  to  the  housing  office  and  we  will  help  them  relocate  in 
approved  housing,”  Wynder  said.

Senator  indicted  in  Abscam  sting 


WASHINGTON  —  A  federal  grand  jury  Thurs¬ 
day  indicted  Sen.  Harrison  A.  Williams  Jr.,  a 
powerful  New  Jersey  Democrat  with  22  years  in 
the  Senate,  on  bribery  and  conspiracy  charges 
growing  out  of  the  FBI’s  Abscam  investigation  of 
political  corruption. 

The  60-year-old  Williams  became  only  the 
second  U.S.  senator  in  American  history  to  be  in¬ 
dicted  on  criminal  charges  while  in  office. 
Williams  was  the  seventh  member  of  Congress  in¬ 
dicted  in  the  Abscam  probe.  The  other  six  were 
House  members. 


In  Amman,  Jordan,  Iraqi  Foreign  Minister 
Saadoun  Hammadi  warned  the  United  States 
anew  against  helping  Iran’s  war  effort  as  part  of  a 
plan  to  free  the  captives  held  since  last  Nov.  4.

Explosion  in  railway  station  kills  9 


Skirmishes  mark  Iranian  border 


BAGHDAD,  Iraq  —  Revived  Islamic  and  non- 
aligned  peace  missions  converged  on  this  war 
capital  Thursday  on  the  39th  day  of  the  Persian 
Gulf  war  and  Iran  and  Iraq  reported  skirmishes  all 
along  their  300-mile  battle  front. 

Heavy  fighting  reportedly  continued  near  the 
besieged  port  and  refinery  cities  of  Khorramshahr 
and  Abadan  in  southwestern  Iran,  where  Iranian 
troops  sought  to  halt  Iraqi  infantry  and  armored 
columns. 

Both  cities  have  suffered  bitter  onslaughts  for 
the  past  three  weeks,  and  a  giant  oil  refinery  at 
Abadan  which  provides  60  percent  of  Iran’s 
petroleum  products  has  been  burning  since  the 
war’s  early  days. 

Iraq,  which  claims  control  of  Khorramshahr, 
said  its  forces  were  mopping  up  Iranian  resistance 
on  the  Khorramshahr-Abadan  highway,  and  on 
eastern  approaches  to  Abadan.  Iraq  claimed  its  in¬ 
fantry  and  armor  prepared  yet  another  assault  on 
the  oil  refinery  city  of  350,000. 

Iran  said  its  defenders  held  the  eastern  sector  of 
Khorramshahr  and  defended  the  Karun  River 
bridge  linking  it  with  Abadan  10  miles  south. 


PEKING  —  An  explosion  that  killed  nine  peo¬ 
ple  and  injured  81  in  Peking’s  central  railway  sta¬ 
tion  was  caused  by  a  device  brought  in  by  an  un¬ 
known  person,  the  Xinhua  news  agency  said 
Thursday. 

The  official  news  agency  gave  no  details  about 
the  charge  or  any  hint  of  a  motive.  China’s  top 
policeman,  Public  Security  Minister  Zhao 
Cangbi,  was  one  of  the  senior  officials  who  rushed 
to  the  scene  of  the  Wednesday  blast,  it  said. 

Observers  could  recall  no  major  cases  of  urban 
terrorism  being  made  public  since  the  chaos  of  the 
1966-76  cultural  revolution.  A  bomb  exploded  at 
the  gate  of  the  Soviet  Embassy  about  five  years 
,  ago,  killing  one  person,  in  a  case  that  never  was 
explained. 

If  the  railway  station  explosion  were  the  work  of 
a  terrorist,  observers  said,  it  lacked  the  kind  of 
target  that  would  indicate  the  motive. 

Xinhua  said  the  blast  occurred  on  the  station’s 
second  floor  near  the  top  of  an  escalator.

Barlow  said  he  believes  CDFR  360  and  395R  are 
two  of  the  most  valuable  classes  available  to  students 
attending  BYU. 

Barlow,  who  began  teaching  at  BYU  fall  of  1977, 
believes  every  marriage  can  improve. 

“The  main  purpose  of  CDFR  395R  is  to  help  make 
good  marriages  better,”  he  said. 

“It’s  not  necessary  that  people  learn  everything 
about  marriage  through  trial  and  error.

“Happiness  is  a  part  of  the  gospel  and  something’s 
wrong  if  we’re  not  happily  married,”  he  said.  “It’s

Council  delays  ticket  bylaw  passage; 
AS  BYU  ticket  distribution  at  stake

Passage  of  a  new  bylaw  introduced  to  the  ASBYU 
Executive  Council  concerning  complimentary  tickets 
was  delayed  for  one  week  following  nearly  two  hours 
of  debate 

The  bylaw  change  was  introduced  as  a  result  of 
''mat  was  reportedly  an  emotional,  closed  meeting 
held  by  the  council  Tuesday  in  which  preferred 
seating  and  ticket  policies  were  discussed. 

The  council  did  not  debate  on  whether  complimen¬ 
tary  tickets  should  be  given  to  individuals  who  work 
in  the  offices,  but  a  great  deal  of  time  was  spent  try¬ 
ing  to  determine  which  office  should  receive  — 
tickets  for  certain  events  and 
tickets  should  be  distributed. 

The  bylaw  change  did  not  dispute  complimentary 
tickets.  Under  the  new  policy,  tickets  given  to  each 
office  must  be  approved  by  the  executive  counsel  as  a 
whole. 

Present  policy  allows  individual  offices  to  dis¬ 
tribute  tickets  to  members  of  their  office. 

“The  only  thing  that  concerns  me  on  the  new 
policy,”  said  Academics  Vice  President  Tom  Peter¬ 
son,  “is  we  don’t  want  to  cause  a  bureaucratic  tangle 
in  the  council.” 

He  said  he  wasn’t  sure  the  council  should  have  to 
approve  every  single  policy  because  of  the  length  of 
time  involved. 

“I  think  this  is  an  issue  that’s  been  brought  out 
with  a  lot  of  heat,”  he  said,  “and  I’m  not  sure  it 
should  be  in  the  paper.” 

Most  of  the  non-voting  members  of  the  audience 
who  participated  in  the  discussion  seemed  to  favor 
the  idea  of  obtaining  council  approval  of  each  office’s 
allotment  of  tickets. 

“It’s  like  a  sunshine  law,”  one  student  said.  “This 
way  all  the  students  will  be  represented  in  knowing 
exactly  where  those  tickets  are  going  rather  than  each 
office  deciding  individually.” 


Under  the  bylaw,  all  members  of  the  executive 
council  would  be  given  complimentary  tickets  to  all 
university  functions,  with  the  sponsoring  office  ab¬ 
sorbing'  all  the  costs  of  those  tickets. 

If  passed,  the  policy  would  make  the  executive 
council  responsible  for  paying  for  tickets  from  council 
funds  if  the  event  did  not  fall  under  the  direction  of  a 
sponsoring  office. 

Some  students  expressed  fears  that  since  certain 
amounts  of  money  was  budgeted  to  each  office,  by 
forcing  the  council  to  give  approval  of  ticket  distribu¬ 
tion,  the  council  was  taking  away  from  each  office 
some  of  the  responsibility  to  delegate  its  budget. 


to  require  a  balanced 
federal  budget,”  said 
Hatch.

“There  are  presently 
30  states,  including 
Utah,  that  have 
petitioned  Congress  for  a 
convention  on  a ,  balan- 
ced  budget  amend¬ 
ment,’’  Hatch  said. 
“Only  four  more  states 
are  necessary  before 
Congress  will  be 
‘obliged’  to  call  a  con¬ 
stitutional  convention.

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$1,300  piano  missing  from  HFAC

A  black,  Geo.  Steck, 
44-inch,  upright  piano 
worth  $1,300  has  disap¬ 
peared  from  room  C-238, 
HFAC,  said  Merrill  Cox, 
piano  technician. 

When  the  piano 
vanished  three  weeks 
ago,  Cox  said  he  thought 
it  had  been  moved  to 
another  part  of  the 
building.  Since  that 
time,  however,  the 


custodial  staff  has  made 
a  thorough  search  and 
has  been  unable  to 
locate  it. 

Cox  said  he  isn’t  cer¬ 
tain  the  piano  has  been 
stolen,  but  all  efforts  to 
find  it  have  failed. 

People  may  think  the 
music  department  has 
so  many  pianos,  just  one 
won’t  be  missed,  Cox 
said.  All  of  their  130 
pianos,  though,  are 
assigned  to  practice 
rooms,  each  used  by  12 
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to  15  students  per  day. 
Within  one-or  two  hours, 
the  missing  instrument 
is  reported. 

After  the  piano  was 
taken,  Cox  explained,  it 
was  three  to  four  days 
before  a  substitute  in¬ 
strument  was  found. 
“Finding  instruments  to 
substitute  for  missing 
ones  is  a  burden  on  both 
the  students  and  the 
music  department,”  he 
said. 

The  other  piano 
technician,  Jack  Reeves, 
said  the  missing  piano 
should  be  easy  to  spot  in 
an  apartment  because 
black,  44-inch  Steck 
models  are  not  generally 
purchased  for  homes; 
they  are  mainly 
designed  for  in¬ 
stitutional  use. 

The  piano  has  three 
numbers  which  identify 
it  to  the  music  depart¬ 
ment,  Cox  explained. 
The  Steck  model  is 
Serial  No.  182103,  BYU 
Inventory  No.  108473, 
and  BYU  Music  Depart¬ 
ment  No.  M-83. 

BYU  Security  Detec¬ 
tive  Tana  Johnson  said 
it  is  unusual  for  instru¬ 
ments  to  be  stolen 
because  they  are  not 
easy  to  resell.  The 
piano’s  serial  number 
and  description  are  now 
listed  in  a  national 
crime  computer  and 
Security  receives  bi¬ 
weekly  lists  of 
everything  pawned  in 
Salt  Lake  City. 


couraged  students  to 
watch  for  instruments 
being  moved  from  the 
HFAC.  In  addition  to 
BYU  custodial  or  plant 
personnel,  who  can  be 
identified  both  by  their 
uniforms  and  BYU- 
marked  vans,  Cox  and 
Reeves,  both  in  their 
mid-40s,  are  the  only 
people  who  should  be 
moving  any  instru¬ 
ments.  In  event  of  the 
sale  of  an  instrument, 
Cox  explained,  the  per¬ 
son  will  have  a  written 
permission  slip  from 
proper  university 
authorities. 

“Students  should  stop 
people  who  are  moving 
large  instruments  from 


the  HFAC  and  ask  them 
for  their  identification,” 
Cox  explained.  “A  per¬ 
son  moving  one 
legitimately  won’t  mind 
showing  his  ID  card.” 

Because  of  the  piano 
loss,  security  in  the 
HFAC  has  really 
tightened,  Cox  said.  All 
tunnels  and  exits  are  be¬

Being  a  model  is  con¬ 
sidered  a  glamorous  oc¬ 
cupation.

are  learning  to  draw  dif¬ 
ferent  textures  and  pat¬ 
terns. 

The  need 

Bryan  Walton,  a 
junior  majoring  in  com¬ 
puter  science  from  San 
Diego,  modeled  for  the 
art  department  last 
year. 

Walton  said  the 
department  encourages 
the  models  not  to  tell 
many  people  of  their 
jobs. 

“There’s  nothing 
wrong  with  the  job,”  he 
said.  “Artists  have  to 
learn  how  to  draw  the 
body.  If  the  Mormon 
Church  is  going  to 
produce  great  artists, 
they  need  this  -kind  of 
training. 

“A  lot  of  people 
around  here  seem  to  in¬ 
terpret  a  person  who  has 
modeling  job  as  having 
low  standards,”  he  said. 
“That’s,  not  the  case  at 
all.”  According  to  Mrs. 
Cluff  modeling  at  BYU 
is  different  from  model¬ 
ing  at  other  universities 
and  blames  the  miscon7 
ception  on  this  difi 
ference. 

The  requirements 

Mrs.  Cluff  handles  all 
kinds  of  differences,  she 
makes  sure  each  studio 
class  has  a  particular 
type  of  person  for  each 
day,  as  the  instructor  re¬ 
quests. 

“For  example,”  she 
said,  “the  teacher  may 
ask  for  tall  and  slender, 
for  an  oval  face,  or  for 
well-defined  features. 
One  day  a  male  figure 
may  be  required,  the 
next  day,  a  female.” 

The  department  re¬ 
quires  models  to  carry  ' 
eight  and  a  half  credits 
per  semester. 

“We  are  also  selective 
in  that  the  student  have 
dance  experience,”  she 
said.  “A  student  coming 
to  model  for  us  should 


have  the  ability  to 
model,  a  physical  orien¬ 
tation  and  good  coor¬ 
dination.” 

She  said  if  a  student  is 
coordinated,  it  is  much 
easier  to  hold  poses  for 
long  periods  of  time. 

The  models 

This  semester’s  group 
of  models  includes 
Young  Ambassadors, 
dance  majors,  speech 
majors  and  athletes. 

Most  often,  the  stu¬ 
dents  who  have  modeled 
before,  come  to  Mrs. 
Cluff  with  portfolios. 

“A  few  hava  modeled 
professionally  for 
photographers,”  she 
said.  “They  have 
beautiful  portfolios.  If  'I 
see  one  with  great 
talent,  I  often  refer  her 
to  the  movie  studio  and 
to  the  better  artists.” 

The  department  tries 
to  employ  as  many 
males  as  females  and  is 
interested  in  adding 
minorities  to  the  group 
of  models. 

“I  can’t  go  around 
campus  grabbing  peo¬ 
ple,”  said  Mrs.  Cluff. 
“But  we  like  to  stay  with 
a  well-rounded  group 
that  includes  Blacks, 
Orientals,  and  Latinos.” 

The  job 

She  declined  to  name 
the  pay  rate,  but  said  it 
is  a  little  better  than 
minimum  wage.  “It’s 
demanding  work,”  she 
said.  “It’s  an  extraor¬ 
dinary  talent  to  be  able 
to  model.” 

“Modeling  requires  an 
ability  to  sit  still  for  a 
long  time,”  Walton  said. 
“I  think  the  pay  is 
higher  than  minimum 
because  it’s  a  pretty  dull 
job.” 

According  to  Walton, 
modeling  also  takes  a 
surprising  amount  of 
creativity.

“The  Fly”  is  a  classic  horror  film  about  a  scientist 
who  creates  a  matter  transmitter  that  is  able  to 
relocate  a  person’s  molecules,  said  Teresa  Zickefoose, 
Film  Society  writer-researcher.  The  scientist 
becomes  half-fly  in  an  experimental  accident. 

“The  film  was  a  tremendous  financial  success,” 
said  Miss  Zickefoose.  “It  cost  $325,000  to  make  and 
earned  more  than  $3  million.  The  Hollywood  Repor¬ 
ter  called  it  a  ‘weird  masterpiece.’  The  New  York 
Times  said  the  film  was,  ‘the  most  originally

“Vincent  Price  played  the  part  of  Joseph  Smith  in 
the  1940  movie  ‘Brigham  Young,’  ”  Miss  Zickefoose 
said.  “A1  Hedison  later  changed  his  first  name  to 
David.  He  was  the  star  of  the  1960s  television  series 
‘Voyage  to  the  Bottom  of  the  Sea.’  He  later  said  of  his 
fly  costume,  ‘Trying  to  act  in  it  was  like  playing  a 
piano  with  boxing  gloves.’  ”
